2 The rejection of claim 29 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yokoyama et 
al. (US 4,734,418) is rendered moot because of the applicant's amendment. 

3 Claims 1-29 are allowed. 

STATEMENT OF REASONS FRO ALLOWANCE 

4 The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior are of record ((US 4,34,418) does not teach or disclose a dyeing 
composition, a process fro the oxidation dyeing of keratin fibers, a multi-compartment kit or a kit 
for dyeing keratin fibers comprising at least one oxidation base with a combination of at least 
one 2,3,5-triaminopyridine coupler of the claimed formula (I). Further, the closest prior art of 
record does not teach or disclose 2,3,5-triaminopyridine compound of the claimed formula (I) or 
the nitro compound of the claimed formula (II), in which R 2 is not a hydrogen when Y is NR 7j 
where R 7 is a hydrogen atom, n is 0 and m is 1 based on the claimed proviso. Accordingly, the 
claimed subject matter as a whole would not have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in 
the art of keratin fibers dyeing formulation or in the art of synthetic chemical compounds.
